EP was originally what is now E EP. Glencoe and Rosevale separate. Ist 
suburb to South. 

Sifton was Indian trail to Trading Post, run by Fred Ken? From Montana, at 
bend of river in East EP. Indians attacked because they thought they were 
being cheated. Also Polo grounds in E EP. 

Prairie. Ranchland. Owned by James Owen And James Morris. Morris’s shack 
is on lane between 8" St and 39" Ave. No trees. 


School, EP. Rebuilt after flood retaining gothic facade with spire. Many 
families have attended for 4 generations. Previously Golf Course ? Earl grey, 
which was earlier where the school is now in Mount Royal 


Street car. Around 1909 came to 29"/30" loop and by 1912 to Riverdale 
loop. Also along 14 St to Marda loop. Disbanded in 1950. 


Swing Bridge. Replaced in 2018. Old one is memorial. 


Many were Remittance men, disgraced and sent off to colonies with 
remittances. No foxes so hunted coyotes. 


AGT Building corner 7ASt and 32™%, 1928. #0 exchanges built around city at 
that time, and designed to git into community. Sold and made into dwelling 
around ?1980. ‘Clinker” bricks came from brick works at Edworthy Park and 
were cast offs, having turned too dark because of overheating. 


Archer. W Jackson. Son Fred died in Guiana-stained glass window. Large 
house corner of 32"? and 6". Ken and Marlene Morrison lived there. Now for 
sale, with lot on 32" separately sold. 

Barron. On ED. Important Calgarian. Jew. Barron Building on 8" downtown, 
houses Uptown theatre which people are trying to save. 


Bates, Maxwell. EP Lane? Architect did St Mary’s Cathedral. 

Bowlen, JJ. 3403 Elbow Dr at corner with 32". 1912. Only 3 owners. Liberal 
party. Lt Gov. Badly damaged in flood. Now owned by artist Jack Rigo who is 
restoring it. 

Rev John and Laurel Buck. 8 St, next to Mc Cowans. Now demolished. 


Coop family. 6 St N of 32" Ave. Jane grew up there. 


Cuddy, Alfred Cuddy. Police chief 1912-19. Motorized force. Asked to hire 
female detectives and said “ A suitable woman has not yet been born” 


Raided Red-light district near Telus Spark and found half of City Council 
there. 


Suzanne Devonshire Baker and Gen Tibbles. .7" and 32"? Ave. Added to 
many times. Put on market for 3 mill just before 2013 flood and lost the 
opportunity. Restored sandstone foundations after flood. Unable to sell more 
recently. 


Diocese of Calgary triangular house as 6" separates from Glencoe lane. 
Previously first owned my Milliken then Naturopathic Centre. 


Glencoe Club 1931, burned in 1960? 
Harvie, Eric. EP Lane. 
Larry Johnston. 


Fred Lowes. 3034 Elbow Drive, See Parishioners in focus, Lowes family. 
Picture in Photos, Elbow Park. Fred gone after bankruptsy in 1916? And 
moved to apt N of Stampede area. Was a school for a while. “Max Foran and 
Blane arranged for cairn. 


McCall, Fred. House opposite Glencoe, where Cori Miller and Heather Myers 
now live. Extensive flood damage, has been restored. Fred flew open cockpit 
to Edmonto party at McDonald and flew around hotel upside down. Wife 
never went in a plane again 


Richard and Susan McCowan, 3835 8" St. Richard is 3rd Generation. Hope 


son Dan will be the 4". Early pic in direction of church shows no buildings. 
Likely Kit house from sears or Eatons. 


Mike and Barb Morin. 6" st. 


Ken and Marlene Morrison. 6" and 32" Ave. Large house with two staircases. 
Only three owners. 


Peach, Stanley, father of historian Jack. 3833 ED. 


Rectory Glencoe Rd N of 30*. Sold and torn down around 2010. Crump, 
O'Driscoll, Darcus lived there. 


Rouleaux family. Nice house. corner 30° and ED. Two brothers, one a Judge 
and other a DR? founded French community of Rouleauxville, around Holy 
Cross, which had French school 


Sanders, Col Gilbert. 3014 Glencoe Rd. 


Tidswell owned Island in the river. 

Woods, JH. Donated park to city. Shed was changing room for swims in 
Elbow, till dam was bvuilt on Sam Livingstone’s property and lowered the 
water level.
